Washington, July 13. — Presi- 


dent Harding took the first step 
today toward backing up with the 
military arm of the government 
Ms proclamation warning strik- 
ing railway shopmen against in- 
terference with the transportation 
of interstate commerce and the 
mails. 


Instructions were sent at the di, 


rection of the President to Major 
General John L. Hines, command- 
ing the eighth army corps area at 
San Antonio, Texas, to prepare a 
sufficient force of troops to give 
adequate protection to the dines 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railroad which have been attack- 
ed by striking shopmen, particu- 
larly at Denison, Texas. 


Coincident with these instructions, 


exception as based on "incomplete 
Information," was commended by the : 
board of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States In a 
resolution which called upon business 
organizations of the country to as- 
sume leadership in crystallizing pub. 
lic'sentiment in upholding the Presi- 
dent. 


"The

war," 
the resolution added, "should 


meet the condemnation of aJl who Re- 
lieve in orderly process of settlement." 


The President also received during 
the day a letter from Postmaster

completed showed that 50,000 motor 
vehicles could be made ready on 24 
hours' notice to caruy the .mails in 
event the railroads found it impossi- 
ble to do so. Supplementing this, the 
Aeronautic Chamber of Commerce of 
America, with headquarters in New 
York, notified Dr. Work that it was 
prepared to mobilize Into an aerial 
mail fleet all commercial airplanes in 
use in the United States and that such 
planes would be capable of transport- 
ing eight million first class letters 
daily.

"THE APACHE TERROR" 


Although Ui& worst Indian wur in 


Arizona ended In 1SS6, when Chief 
Geronlmo 
surrendered 
to 
General 


Miles, ten years later a lone Apache 
warrior was still carrying terror to 
the hearts of the settlers In that state. 
The Apache Kid was-his name. Ha 
had once been a scout 
for our» 


troops; then his "heart -went bad"; 
he deserted his command and joined " 
the hostlles. When Geronlmo sur- 
rendered, the Apache Kid "stayed 
out" and took the lone war trail. 


Late In the '90's a 
prospector 


named Jack Clark located a claim 
near Condon In the Santa Cataline 
mountains north of Tucson. Clark had 
been a scout for the government in 
the Apache campaigns. He had lived 
among the Walapal Indians for many 
years and bore the nickname -of

inan>, Gerard goes a step farther and 
savs he is convinced the prophecy will 
come true 


Just^returned from another visit to 


Europe, Gerard declares neither the 
asb.assmation of Rathcnau nor the 
menace of monarchist plots will pre- 
vent the success of the task Rathenau 
foresaw and v\as engaged in when 
murdered 


As I was leaving Berlin in Febru- 


ary, 1917 ' said Gerard ' Rathenau 
told me his country would be defeat- 
ed within two years and that it would 
take 50 years to liberalize Germanj 
He was right in both instances
